In answer to a di­ 
rector’s question as to who is 
responsible for getting the infor­ 
mation for the commissioners, he 
said: "Tile assessors."

A. This could be due to an 
air leak in the flexible fuel line 
which runs from the main fuel 
line to the pump.

A. This slow upshifting will call 
for a band adjustment. 
Q. A lot (rf oil is leaking from 
the rear of the engine. When the 
car was on a lift I checked over 
the cap screws of the oil pan. but 
this has not helped. F. K. E. 
A. I think you will find the 
leakage at the rear of the valve 
covers atop the engine. These can 
be sprung by overtightening, forc­ 
ing their gaskets to leak. 
Q. If the car rides too hard on 
rough road because, the tires 
have built up excessive pressure 
why is rf taboo to let off som* of 
he heated air? J. ll. 
A. This is all right to do pro­ 
vided you remember to recheck 
pressures when the tires have 
cooled off again. This excessive 
pressure is artificial and tempor­ 
ary, and disappears as soon as 
he tires cool. That is why motor­ 
ists are advised against letting air 
out of the tires while traveling be-
